Diſcharging Perſons to Travel to Ireland without 
Paſles, 


wopaudttrrg;., ILLIAM by the Grace of God, King of Great 8Brztain 
We SEE France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, To 
Macers of Our Privy 
Council, Meitergers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, 
Conjuoaly and Severally, ſpecially Conſtitutez Greetine, For. 
asmuch as, ſeve © al V +gabounds and other Idle perſons have been in uſe to 
haunt and frequent this our Kingdom, for leveral years y paſt, during the 
Summer time ooly, an4 have retired themſc]ves into the Kingdom of Ireland, 
Eow ſoon the WinterdiJ approach 3 as alſo many young men have put them- 
ſelves out of ſetled Service, that they might be at the greatcr Liberty to with- 
draw themſelves and retire out of the Kingdom, whenever Recruits were to 
be made up for our Service, or thetime of making the Levies appointed by 
AQ of Parliament drew near, to the great prejudice of our Service, and 1n- 
creaſe, and Incour 1gment of Vagabounds and idle perſons, who might be well 
inployed therein: for Remedy whereof, We with Advice of the Lords of 
our Privy Council do ſtri@ly prohibite and diſcharge all perſons whatſomever, 
either as Paſſengers or howloev=r, otherway s Imployed in Ships, or Boats, to 
20 or Tranſport themſelves into the Kingdom of Ireland, without ſuthtent 
P.fſ.s under the hand of one oftheLords or others cfOur Privy Council, or -t the 
Sheriff of the Shire, Stewart ofthe Stewartry, or Baillies of the - ey liry or 
Bailliery, within whoſe Bounds the perſons intending tor [reland docs dweland 
reſide, bearing their Names, Deſignations, and places of their Abode, and 
Inployment for the laſt year preceeding ; and We wi h Advice forcfaid, do 
hereby Require, and ftrialy Command all Colleors of our Cuſtoms, Survey « 
ers, Clerks, Waiters at the ſeveral Ports, and all Maſters, and Sex-men of 
Ships, Barks, or Boats, that they ſuffer no perſon whatſumever to Paſs or Tran- 
ſport themſelves to the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, without they be furniſhed 
and provided with a (uſficient Paſs, granted in manner above-mentioned, as 
they will be Anſwerable at their higheſt Perily and if any ſhall attempt to 
Tranſport themſelves to the ſaid Kingdom, otherways then is above-provi. 
ded, that they ſeaſe upon their perſons, and deliver them to the next Magi- 
ſtrat by him to be committed and detained in Priſon till farder 0cder; 
Our Will I; Herefore, and We Charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that incon- 
tinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edmburgh, and to 
the Mercat Croſſes ofthe whole Remanent Head Burghs of the ({cveral Shires and 
Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority by o- 
pen Proclamation make Intimation hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance ; 
and Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed.
